315 were returned, 220 from librarians 
and 95 from trustees. Strengthening ex- 
isting libraries was voted on most often 
as the best way to develop library service. 
Statft members were more favorable to ex- 
tension of library service through service 
to townships, state bookmobile projects, 
and regional and multi-library systems 
than were their employer-librarians. Ralph 
Blasingame, Director of the State Li- 
brary of Pennsylvania, discussed salient 
features of the recent Pennsylvania library 
survey in an interview with Mrs. Benja- 
min K. Saks. 

Howard Wooden of the U.S. Public 
Health Service and currently at work on 
a project at St. Mary's Hospital in Evans- 
ville emphasized the oft-forgotten patron 
as the real star of the library’s operation. 
Mr. Wooden was both amusing and 
thought provoking as he compared the li- 
brary and its patrons with the hospital 
and its patient. 

Three outstanding speakers gave the 
conferees much inspiration and food for 
thought. Mrs. Vheodore Stroud, associ- 
ate book editor for the Meredith Publish- 
ing Company and President of the Des 
Moines Public Library's Board of Vrus- 
tees, emphasized the importance of the 
courageous and forward-looking trustee 
in today’s library picture. 

Edgar Ansel Mowrer, author and for- 
eign correspondent, spoke to three hun- 
dred and twelve persons at the Friday 
evening banquet. Mr. Mowrer called to- 
day “a good time to be alive” because of 
the unlimited opportunities for effort and 
creation. ‘Voday’s world, in upheaval since 
1914, begs fur the “third man” to save us, 
said Mowrer. Uhis ‘third man” is neither 
a fighting barbarian nor a civilized softy 

-he is a fighter without hatred or re- 
morse. Mr. Mowrer offered general lit- 
eracy as a remedy for today’s dilemma. 
The librarian is important here because 
the librarian stands for literacy. Does the 
librarian submit too easily to ignorance 
and mass popularity? “No group. of 


United States citizens can, in the long 
run, do more to save our country — and, 
incidentally, human freedom—than cour- 
ageous librarians,” said Mowrer. 

Bergen Evans, author and_ television 
personality and an authority on the Eng- 
lish language, talked in lively and amus- 
ing fashion to two hundred and sixtv-fout 
delegates at Saturday’s final session. Evans 
enumerated our responsibilities to the 
intelligent. 

Group meetings, a book breakfast, and 
a film showing—the latter an innovation 
at ILA-IL’VA conferences—were well at- 
tended as were the exhibit rooms. 

The 68th ILA-IL’TA Conference was 
an enthusiastic meeting. ‘here was infor- 
mation and inspiration for all for the tak- 
ing. It is hoped that 1960 will bring in- 
creased library cooperation as a result of 
this conference. ‘Vhe officers of each associ- 
ation ask immediate cooperation from the 
memberships in naming committees. It is 
hoped that librarians and trustees alike 
will offer their services for committee ap- 
pointments in which their interest lies. 

1960 is a good year for Indiana librar- 
ies to be alive!

Mr. Francis continued to say that the 
Small Library Group membership is re- 
ported to be approximately 110 librarians 
and trustees, about one-sixth of the [LA 
membership. ‘This is not a large enough 
group to set itself up as approving or dis- 
approving actions of the whole group. 

The Public Library Development Com- 
mittee Survey resulted in a small return of 
questionnaires. This shows a real need for 
education among librarians in order to 
make them realize their responsibility to- 
ward library planning and have a better 
understanding of terms, projects and pro- 
grams of library planning. For example, 
there is misunderstanding as the purpose 
of a regional library. A regional library 
does not replace existing libraries, but 
bolsters and cements present library ser- 
vice and brings service to areas where 
none exists. Librarians receiving federal 
aid have reported that no library control 
comes with participation in the Library 
Services Act. 

Mr. Francis closed the business meet- 
ing with a plea for cooperation. “Limes

Quite a few libraries restrict 
its use, even requiring patrons to sign for 
it. Other libraries allow its use without 
restriction, but the majority seem to feel 
that students should not be allowed to use 
Measterplots as a short cut for book re- 
views. It was pointed out that the volume 
on authors is useful for information on 
writers, 


Another lively discussion centered on 
the question of teacher-librarian coopera- 
tion. In order to get teachers to give ad- 
vance warning of assignments, It was 
suggested that the librarian ask permission 
to talk at the teachers meetings and ex- 
plain the library’s resources and limita- 
tions.

Plans for the third observance of National Library Week under the sponsor- 
ship of the National Book Committee and in cooperation with che American Library 
Association are well under way. ‘he date for the Week in 1960 is April 3-9, 


Copies of the NLW Organization Handbook were distributed by the New York 
Headquarters on a population basis the last of November. If your library serves 
a population of less than 2500 persons, you probably did not receive a copy. In 


that case, will you let us know if vou can use one ? 


As in the past, the Indiana Library Association and the Indiana Library “Vrustees 
Association, working with the Indiana State Library, are responsible for the forma- 
tion of a State Committee for National Library Week. | was asked to serve as 
your Executive Director and the appointment was announced during the annual 


meeting ot the ILA-ILTA this fall. 


The State Executive Committee for NILW is in precess of formation. We have 
been most fortunate in securing, as State Chairman, Mrs. Graydon Heuman, of 
\Iuncie. She is the immediate past president of the Indiana Congress of Parents 
and ‘Teachers as well as Field Service Representative and Director of its Region 4, 
District C, and is also a member of the Executive Committee of the Governor's 
Youth Council. 


We recommend and urge the formation of a Citizens’ Committee in each local 
community, beginning with a core of local librarians. ‘The initiative in’ forming 
such a committee must be taken by the public librarians with the full cooperation 
and encouragement of their trustees. National Library Week is a program in which 
librarians from all types of libraries should be involved, but someone must take 


the important step in getting others together for planning. 


As a plan of action, it seems most logical and practical for the public library, 
which serves all segments of the community, to assume this initial responsibility, 
Invite your choice for chairman through the most persuasive channels you can find. 


Perhaps one of your trustees can help you secure the acceptance of this person. 


For those of you in smaller communities where the only other library is the 
one connected with your school system there is, nevertheless, much to be accom- 
plished by working together as the .J/L4 Bulletin for February 1959 featuring “School 
and Public Library Relationships” points out. Of course we are counting on out 
Hoosier school libraries to help us observe National Library Week. 


Many of you will prefer to utilize your imagination and talent in preparing 
promotional materials for NLW. Others may wish to take advantage of the items 
such as posters, book marks, table tents and mats, et cetera which are listed in the 
Organization Handbook as available for purchase through NDLW_ headquarters. 
‘These may be ordered direct unless your order amounts to less than $4.00) In that 
case, our office will pool orders and secure these materials for you provided yout 
request comes in by February 15. We found, through experience of last year, that 


supplies of some items are exhausted if we wait until March to place orders. 


National Library Week is not an end in itself but a means of helping us to 


attain many objectives. ‘Lo be most effective, it should be regarded not as a sep- 
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arate, isolated project merely to be observed then forgotten for a year, but rather 
an integral part of all efforts—whether those of librarians or interested citizens 
—to strengthen support for libraries, to encourage their use, and to heighten 
the community’s sense of the importance of reading to every individual and to 


our national life.
